VEGETABLES FARMERS 
MAY PLANT IN JULY) 
AUBURN, Ala.—Many vegeta- 
bles may be planted by Alabama 
farmers during July, advises Prof. | 
L. M. Ware, head of the horticul- 
ture and forestry department of | 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, | 
Irish potatoes, collards, cabbage, | 
beets, carrots, tomatoes, beans, 
lima beans, okra, corn, peas, kale, | 
mustard, and turnips are some of | 
those listed by Professor Ware in| 
stressing the importance of plant- 
ing these crops this year because 
of the serious damage done earlier 


vegetables by the drouth this 
spring, Full information on how} 
to succeed with each of these | 
crops this summer may be obtain- | 
ed from county farm and home} 
demonstration agents. 


fessor Ware as follows: 

1. Select if possible a moist but | 
well-drained productive 
land, 


weeds and grass; however, deep 
preparation must be avoided if un-| 
due drying of the soil is to be es- 
caped. Therefore, planting should 
be done with the least possible 
disturbing of the soil if the land 
is free of weeds. 

8. Double quantities of most 
seed should be planted in summer 
as in spring, and seed should be 
planted deeper. The soil should be 
firmly packed about the seed and 
little loose soil left above the pack- 
ed soil to prevent excessive loss 
of moisture and crusting. 

4. Seed planted during summer 
months should usually be planted 
on flat beds or in shallow furrows 
rather than on high beds. 

5. A very good fertilizer for 
most vegetables consists of 800 
pounds per acre of a 6-8-4 grade 
or 800 pounds per acre of a 4-8-4 
with 150 pounds per acre side ap- 
plication of nitrate. Fertitizers 
should be put in a furrow under 
the seed and well mixed with the 
soil. Seeds should never come in 
direct contact with fertilizers.

The large tomato is not a good 
seller but it is the best for home 
use. Sallie tries to have the larg- 


est tomatoes in the neighborhood 
and she-generally succeeds, You 
can have just as many and just as 
large ones if you want them bad 
enough to do the work in making 
them. There is no excuse for any 
farmer not having all the toma- 
toes his family can use all the 
summer, If you do not have them 
it is your fault regardless of what 
you have to say about it. Are 
you having tomatoes today as you 
should ?

Farmers of Coffee County re- 

ceived a total of $687,254.59 in 

rental and benefit payments and 
profits on cotton options between 
the time the AAA program start- 
é€d in 1933 and February 29 this 
year, reports County Agent Hugh 

D. Sexton, who has been respon- 

sible for distributing the checks 

to farmers in this county. 

Total benefit payments to farm- 
ers throughout Alabama have 
amounted to $39,237,230. Statis- 
tics furnished by County Agent 
Sexton also show that the total 
value of cotton and cotton seed 
increased from $37,402,000 in 1932 
to $84,105,839 in 1935, an increase) 
of 125 per cent. 

In releasing these figures, Mr. 
Sexton stated that this increase 
in income has played an important 
part in the county and in the 
State of Alabama.

AID ASKED FOR STATE 
DROUTH-AREA FARMERS 
AUBURN, Ala.—Federal aid for 
farmers in drouth-stricken areas 
of Alabama is being requested by 


Dr. L. N. Duncan, president of the| 


Alabama Polytechnic Institute and 
director of the State 
Service, and R. J. Goode, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, 

In order to present official fig- 
ures on the drouth damages in the 
State to Washington officials, the 
State agricultural leaders are this 
week making an intensive survey 
of the amount of loss incurred by 
destruction of and damage to 
crops resulting from prolonged 
dreuth and high temperatures. 

County farm and home demon- 
stration agents throughout the 
State are cooperating in the ef- 
forts to obtain aid for drouth-rid- 
den farmers. Meetings were held 
in Gadsden, Monday; Athens, Tues- 
day; and Jasper, Thursday; and 
others are being planned to study 
the conditions and report to State 
and National farm leaders. 

Commissioner Goode and his as- 
sociates in Montgomery have sent 
questionnaires to 2,600 farmers 
throughout the State asking for 
detailed information about damag 
es to gardens, pastures, corn, cot- 
ton, vegetables, fruits and other 
crops, This information is expect- 
ed to be complete by July 10.
